DORYER’S MEETING 


Six members of the College of Ag- 
riculture of the University of Cali- 
fornia will be present at the conven- 
tion of fruit dryers,to be held Feb- 
ruary 7 in the auditorium of the 
chamber of commerce in San Jose, 
Dean Thomas Forsyth Hunt of the 
University today  @nnounced. The 
convention is to consider important 
aspects of fruit drying and evapora- 
tion investigations, Dean Hunt stated. 

Discussion of typés of evaporators, 
of the use of sulphur in fruit drying, 
and control of dried fruit insects will 
comprise the morning’s schedule. Dur- 
ing the afternoon papers will be pre- 
sented on the evaporator at the Uni- 
versity of California Farm, Davis, and 
on the salvaging of rain-damaged 
prunes by the use of evaporators. A 
discussion will also be held on the 
Oregon tunnél evaporator, and the 
investigations of the United States 
Department of Agriculture in-the de- 
hydrates of fruits and vegetables.

CLEAN BILL OF HEALTH HAND-|. 


~ED OLIVE INDUSTRY 

Recent alarm in Eastern sections 
following report of several cases of 
poisoning laid_to eating of ripe ol- 
ivés has caused a thorough investiga- 
tion, resulting in a clean bill of 
health for the ripe olive industry of 
California. 

Diagnosis of the malady alleged 
olives to be the contributing cause. 
So widespread did the feeling against 
ripe olives become that the indus- 
try suffered no inconsiderable loss 
through rash criticism resultant from 
immature consideration of the cause 
of poisoning. 

The Bureau of Foods of the De- 
partment of Agriculture of Pennsyl- 
vania ordered an exhaustive investi- 
gation and the verdict of the impar- 
tial chemists is as follows: 

“The investigation of the quality 
of the ripe olives as sold upon the 
Pennsylvanai market which we have 
been making under your direction 
during the past month, has been 
completed. 

“Two hundred and fifty-four sam- 
ples have been examined represent-

ing 71 different 
styles and sizes. 

“The investigation included a thor- 
ough, comprehensive series of chem- 
ical tests for adulterants and _ pre- 
servatives, including boric, benzoic 
and salicylic acids, formaldehyde and 
also for alkaloidal poisons. Nothing 
abnormal chemically was detected in 
any of the samples. 

“Most of the samples were in cans 
and jars and all of these were in 
perfect conditions as regards their 
preservation. There.were no swelled 


brands and 100 


buckles or leaky: ; hers, although 
some of the pac! ere dirty and 
shopworn. Nong’ of thé<samples pos- 


sessed any offensive, putrefactive or 
decomposition odor and in the ma- 
jority of cases the flavor was good, 
some few being insipid. The con- 
sistency and color were both varia- 
ble, probably due to different stages 
of ripeness and to the treatment be- 
fore being packed. 

“From the chemical and bacterio- 
logical examinations and the results 
of animal inoculations it can be 
safely said that none of the olives 
submitted contained anything poi- 
sonous or harmful. The bacilus bo- 
tulinus (or other disease producing 
organism), was not found, nor were 
any of the samples found to be adul- 
terated in any manner whatever. 

“If ripe olives were likély to cause 
botulism there was abundant op- 
portunity among the laboratory work- 
ers for the disease to develop, for, 
supplementing the preliminary tests, 
they were eaten freely throughout 
the work with no untoward results. 

“In our opinion, the chances of 
such poisoning are so extremely re- 
mote that the olive consuming public 
who favor the ripe variety may re- 
sume their diet with a feeling of 
perfect security.

Airplane Constructed Along Same 
Lines as the Famous Weapon of 
Austratian Bushmen. 


Although an anomaly to go to the 
primitive savages of Australia for 
points on an airplane, that was just 
what was done In the development 
of flying in the air by humans. The 
fundamental principle of the plane is 
both old and simple, having been dis- 


overed by the bushmen of the anttfp- 


odes and embofiied by them in the 
boomerang, which by meeting in its 
flight the alr at a slight angle got 
a “lift.” 

The trajectory of the boomerang 
may be in part horizontal or may even 
rise as a result of this lift. Any sur- 
face that is more or less flat that trav- 
els at a slight angle through the air 
tends to lift. If the section has a 
slight camber, or convex curve, the 
lift is increased. Better results are 
obtained if a body of appreciable 
thickness is“used instead of a thin 
sheet.

Investigation will show Httle differ- 
ence between the wing section of the 
modern airplane and a cross section 
of a boomerang made by the bushmen 
or whittled by a New York boy after 
he had visited=the circus and had wit- 
nessed the stunts of the boomerang 
throwers. 

The resemblance of the boomerang’s 
cross section is closer to a propeller 
section of an airplane, as a boomerang 
fs a sort of cross between an airplane 
wing and a propeller. 





WOOD LASTS FOR CENTURIES 


Oak Buried in Water or Wet Sand Has 
Proved to Be Practically In- 
destructible. 

Men employed in driving a new gnl- 
lery in a gold mine at Charlotte Plains, 
In Victoria, Australia, have made an 
astonishing discovery. At a depth of 





‘800 feet below ground they have come 


upon pleces of timber perfectly pre- 
served, which have every appearance 
of having been sawed and shaped by 
the hand of man. 

This timber lies in the bed of an 
anctent river now being worked for 
gold, and the timber ts oak. Now, 
oak has the peculiar property of last- 
Ing for centuries when buried im water 
or wet sand. Oak piles have been 
taken ont from under old wooden 
bridges constructed by the Romans, 
and found as sound as when they were 
put there, nearly 2,000 years ago. 

Oak, known as bog oak, ts found 
buried in Irish peat bogs, and {ts per 
fectly black, intensely hard, and very 
valuable. Just before’ the world’s war 
It was discovered that thé bed of the 
river Moksha, In Russia, for a length 
of over 400 miles, is simply full of 
magnificent old oak trees bedded in 
sand, The river is shallow, and broad, 
and the oak can easily be raised.

Yellowstone’s Wonders. 


In writing of the Yellowstone park, 
John Muir has said: “In some of the 
spring basins thé waters, though still 
warm, are perfectly calm, and shine 
blandly in a sod of overleaning grass 
and flowers, as if they were thoroughly 
cooked at last and set aside to settle 
and cool, Others are wildly boiling 
over as if running to waste, thousands 
of tons of the precious liquids being 
thrown into the air, to fall in scalding 
floods on the clean coral floor of the 
establishment, keeping onlookers at a 
distance. Instead of holding limpid 
pale green or azure water, other pots 
and craters are filled with > scalding 
mud, which is tossed up from three to 
four feet to thirty feet, in sticky, rank- 
smelling masses with gasping, belch- 
ing, thudding sounds, plastering the 
branches of nelghboring trees; every 
flask, retort, hot spring and geyser has 
something special in it, no two being 
the same in temperature, color or com- 
position.” 





Ancient Rome Had Strike. 


On the word of a decipherer of an- 
elent records there was, In the yeur 
309 B. C., a strike of the musicians’ 
union in Rome. The officials of Rome, 
it appears, thought that the musicians 
should play without pay at a fortheom- 
ing festival in honor of Jupiter. The 
musicians thought otherwise, and al- 
though Rome, then engaged in one of 
the Samnite wars, had little money to 
spend for music, declined not to “do 
their bit” by performing without pay. 
Apparently the argument that they 
were really playing for Jupiter himself 
was tried without effect. So the city 
officials decided on an appeal to public 
opinion; they evolved a stratagem by 
which they decoyed the striking mu- 
sicians to the scene of the festival, and, 
with all Rome looking expectantly at 
them, the “musicians changed their 
minds and there was “music as usual,” 
—Christian Science Monitor.

HOW TO CATCH ELEPHANTS 


Some Suggestions Made by African 
Paper Would Seem to Border 
Slightly on the Ridiculous. 

Half the inventors in England seem 
to have set to work on the problem of 
capturing or destroying the Addo Bush 
elephants, One man,wants to drive 
them on to lighters moored in the: Sun- 
day river, and another suggests hunt- 
ing them itn Whippet tanks, which, of 
course, will go through jungle like a 
hot knife through a pat of butter. , We 
don't think much of these ideas, how- 
ever.
